He paid several 
small fines in those years. Most 
recent arrest was last October 
when he admitted he was in 
charge of a policy game on East 
Sixteenth street.

Convict Prefers Hospital to Cell, 
Cuts Wrists After Life Sentence 


Stay as Patient Is Brief When Physicians 


Treat Him, Return Him to Jail—Prisoner 
Was Own Attorney in Case. 


Harold -L. Hagerman, a con- 
vict who prefers City Hospital to 
the penitentiary, cut his wrists 
with a razor blade in his cell at 
City Jail early today, shortly aft- 
er he was sentenced to life in 


prison as an habitual criminal. 
But physicians at the hospital de- 
cided his wounds were not seri- 
out enough to warrant keeping 
him as a patient and he was re- 
turned to jail. 


Hagerman, serving as his own 
attorney, was convicted last night 
by a jury in the court of Circuit 
Judge Harry F. Russell on a 
charge of assault with intent to 
rob Owen Fox, a taxicab driver, 
of 2304 North Fourteenth street, 
in October 1948. 

Shortly after midnight, Chief 
Guard John Sease, on a routine 
check of cells, noticed Hagerman 
prostrate on his bunk, with his 


wrists bleeding. A double-edge 
razor blade, issued to prisoners 
for shaving purposes only, was 
on the floor. Sease summoned 
police who took Hagerman to the 
hospital. The same police brought 
him back. 

It was the second trial for Hag- 
erman on the assault charge, the 
first ending in a last 
March when he was taken to City 
Hospital, presumably with stom- 
ach ulcers. Doctors suspected he 
was malingering and returned 
him to jail after a few days. 

Last December, Hagerman was 
taken to the hospital after convic- 
tion on a burglary charge, for 
which he was sentenced to 10 
years in prison. He escaped, but 
was caught. 

Earlier, serving as his own at- 
torney, he won acquittal on a 
burglary charge. His record in- 
cludes a conviction for burglary 
in Arkansas.

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Mission for Feace 


Trygve Lie will take with him the best wishes 
of the entire world on his mission to Moscow. 
For he will be representing, and he will have 
supporting him, the world’s hopes for peace. 

Lie’s journey to the Kremlin to try to rescue 
the United Nations from slow decay is an ex- 
traordinary step. Its significance is enhanced 
by the fact that Lie will be speaking as a repre- 
sentative both of the world and of the West. And 
no such extraordinary effort to bridge the gap 
between East and West has even been seriously 
considered since President Truman thought of 
sending Chief Justice Vinson to Moscow 19 
months ago. 

That fact is a gauge of the extent to which 
international relations have deteriorated. A criti- 
cal stage is approaching, and there are grave 
decisions to be made. The foreign ministers of 
the Western Big Three will discuss closer inte- 
gration of the democracies in London this month. 

From the Russian side, a Communist putsch in 
Berlin is possible at the end of the month. The 
struggle for Asia has just begun. And Herbert 
Hoover, with the approval of some Americans, 
has urged that the United Nations be junked. 

These events give a special urgency to Lie’s 
task. Now is indeed the time to try to breathe 
new life into UN, for, as Lie pointed out, UN 
should be restored “as a meeting place for ne- 
gotiations and conciliation.” Abandoning it 
would invite disaster. 


The mechanism he is proposing to try to re- 
store UN is an unwieldy one. He would have 
the heads of states and cabinet members of all 
nations meet .with the UN Security Council to 
try to resolve the immediate conflicts which 
have stalled the organization. 

A far simpler, and probably no less effective, 
device would be another meeting of the foreign 
ministers of the United States, Britain, France 
and Russia. This body, the Council of Foreign 
Ministers, has not met for months. 


And precisely because the world has not at- 


tempted to end cold war conflicts in recent 
months either through the Council of Foreign 
Ministers or through a special mission across 
the Iron Curtain, Lie’s journey to Moscow will 
be watched with special attention. 

There is no reason for rosy optimism concern- 
ing the probabilities of success. But perhaps 
from the Lie mission will come another special 
conference between East and West. That would 
be a notable—and hopeful—beginning on the 
long road to ending the cold war. 
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Stalling at Jefferson City 

It should not have been necessary for Mayor 
Darst to make a special trip to Jefferson City to 
urge extension of the city’s authority to collect 
the earnings tax. The facts of the matter speak 
for themselves. St. Louis needs the revenue the 
tax provides. 

Perhaps because of the political unpleasant- 
ness bound up in the earnings tax levy and the 
gas tax defeat, the Governor, the Mayor .and the 
Legislature have been playing a strange game of 
cat and mouse in connection with the earnings 
tax for months. Meanwhile time is running out. 

If the Legislature has not been called into 
special session to authorize extension of the tax 
by July 17, St. Louis will lose $7,000,000 annual 
revenue. This is a simple proposition with a 
simple solution. No matter what the political 
implications, the tax should be continued. 

The city’s earnings tax is not the only impor- 
tant maiter awaiting the Legislature’s immediate 
attention. There is also the admission of Ne- 
groes to the University of Missouri. There is 
the matter of providing adequate revenue for the 
state’s decaying highway system. There is the 
matter of rent control. 

Gov. Smith refused to commit himself in his 
conference with Mayor Darst. What he is wait- 
ing for is not clear. The Governor has acted 
long enough the part of a coy damsel waiting to 
be urged. 
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Oxcart Hangover 

Washington's boob-up of the matter of time 
has at last been straightened out. Congress has 
pulled itself together and passed a bill and the 
bill has gone to the White House. A week late 
the District of Columbia will get itself on day- 
light saving time. 

A week late because Congress continues to 
act as city council for a community of around a 
half million people. There is not the slightest 
reason why a Congressman from rural Missouri 
or Southern Illinois should vote for Washington 
the notions of his constituents against daylight 
saving. This is a city question to be answered 
with other cities. 

How much longer is the House going to sit on 
the bill to give Washington home rule and the 
citizens of the national capital a vote?

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A Political Pitch Bucket? 

A nod of approval goes to Representative 
Karsten of St. Louis for letting a draft of fresh 
air into the miasma of the Senate’s investigation 
of Communists in the State Department. 

Mr. Karsten reminded us that numerous 
alleged Communists in the Department had been 
investigated in 1948 by a House appropriations 
subcommittee. The charges proved to be so thin 
that they were not even dignified by a report. 
Now this stale material apparently is being re- 
hashed by Senator McCarthy. 

While himself a thorough-going opponent of 
Communism, Mr. Karsten felt compelled to call 
attention to this with the comment: “I cannot 
in good conscience sit idly by and see the Amer- 
ican people confused with distrust of their own 
government .. .” 

Meanwhile, the Associated Press reports that 
some Republican leaders are trying to find a 
way of stopping the McCarthy side-show. They 
are even suggesting that the Republican mem- 
bers of the investigating committee, Senators 
Hickenlooper and Lodge, might walk out on the 
proceedings. This suggestion might be pardoned 
if the two were expected to walk out in disgust, 
but that is hardly the idea. 

The scheme rather seems to be to freeze the 
present state of uncertainty and suspicion, no 
doubt with the intention of unfreezing it later 
as useful campaign material. Such a course 
would be utterly dishonorable. Senator McCarthy 
made serious charges against the State Depart- 
ment and against named individuals. These 
should be fully investigated. It is up to the 
Senator to prove them if he can. He has made 
them a matter of vital national concern which 
should not be turned into poison for the cor- 
resion of a political campaign. In this connec 
tion, it is well again to quote Mr. Karsten: 

I hate the deceit, the fraud and the in- 
tellectual dishonesty that are the inveterate 
handmaidens of Communism. But for these 


very same reasons, I would have complete 
contempt for anyone who, through deceit 


or fraud, would seek to inflame and hood- 
wink the American people... 


Mr. Karsten is right. This whole subject 
should be taken out of the shroud of allegations 
and suspicions and put on the hard footing 
of fact. It should be possible to show long 
before November whether Senator McCarthy 
has spoken truth or whether he has merely tried 
to fill a political pitch bucket. 
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The Texmass Mess 

There are two ways of looking at the Texmass 
mess, reported by Joseph Driscoll, and neither 
one of them does credit to anybody connected 
with the affair. 

First, there is the conduct of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corp., which Senator Fulbright’s 
subcommittee says was remiss. In approving a 
$15,000,000 loam to save the Texmass Petroleum 
Co., the subcommittee says, RFC directors acted 
on “casual and superficial study” and “inade- 
quate knowledge.” 

Second, there is the conduct of Texmass, rep- 
resented by its 400 investors. These include a 
Kansas banker and proud names of Boston's 
Back Bay society—Cabots, Peabodys, Higginsons 
and Harrimans. They are willing to let the Gov- 
ernment help bail them out of an embarrassing 
investment in a wildcat oil venture where their 
money turned to shinplasters. 

The RFC loan was of no particular public 
value. As a nonchalant dumping of public funds 
into private oil wells, the loan appears to have 
been contrary to the principles established for 
the RFC. Certainly this will arouse new interest 
in the Hoover Commission’s proposal for reor- 
ganization of that agency. 

And what can be said of people who enter a 
speculative venture partly for its tax-saving pos- 
sibilities, and who then get the Government 
(and other taxpayers) to take the risk for them? 
They belong in the group mentioned by Senator 
O’Conor of Maryland to the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce—the kind of business men 
who are “against federal spending—except in 
their own neighborhood.” 

Texmass is a prize example of Government in- 
competence and private hypocrisy. 
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24 Days

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Profits on the Campus 


Dr. S. A. Waksman of Rutgers University is 
being sued by a former student for a share of 
the profits the doctor is alleged to have de- 
rived from the discovery of the new drug, strep- 
tomycin. The former student, Dr. Albert Schatz, 
asserts that he is the co-discoverer of the drug, 
and that he was induced to give up his claim 
on the promise that all profits would go to a 
research institution. 

The truth of this allegation, of course, can 
be tested only in court. The charge, however, 
does call attention to a situation which univer- 
sities have been forced to face with increasing 
frequency. What are the property rights in a 
commercial discovery made in a university lab- 
oratory? Do they belong to the teacher under 
whose direction the discovery was made? 

Even more serious is the question of whether 
men on the trail of such a find may not make 
improper use of the time of their advanced 
students, using them as assistants ona narrow 
project instead of giving them the broader in- 
struction they should be getting. And beyond 
that is the question of whether university lab- 
oratories may not be used to solve special prob- 
lems which really ought to be worked out in 
some industrial research laboratory. 

It is difficult to make black-and-white an- 
swers to such questions since some overlapping 
seems inevitable. But a number of academic 
administrators have been wrestling with the 
problem. To discourage work which should not 
properly be carried on by a teacher, but which 
may be profitable, the University of Chicago, and 
a number of other schools require faculty mem- 
bers to sign full-time contracts. These are in- 
tended to curb abuses by providing that all 
profits shall go to the institution. But they 
are not the ideal solution since the institution 
itself, in these days of lowered returns from 
endowment, may be tempted to encourage work 
for profit rather than for education. 

The ultimate protection still rests in a high 
sense of academic integrity, balanced by ordi- 
nary common sense. 
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Case for Compensation 

A Board of Education committee recommends 
that St. Louis schools be placed under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act. The School Board is 
struggling with budget problems, and would 
have to pay for accident insurance for its em- 
ployes. Nevertheless, the board ought to be will- 
ing to meet the bill. Financial assistance for 
workers injured in line of duty is a long estab- 
lished private practice, under the Compensation 
Act. Those who work in the public service 
should not be penalized by inadequate protection. 
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Speech Theme for Mr. Allison 


Majority Leader Lucas has announced that he 
and Senator Donnell have joined in sponsoring a 
joint resolution asking the consent of Congress 
for the interstate agreement between Missouri 
and Illinois under which the new Bi-State Devel- 
opment Agency has been established.

Why Split the United Nations?

Mr. Hoover's suggestion that the United 
Nations be reorganized without any Com- 
munist nations as members was effectively 
timed. 


On that same day, the Russians with- 
drew from yet another organ of the United 
Nations, the thirteenth, thus further frus- 
trating its work. And the United Nations 
was five years old last week—an anniver- 
sary which can only give rise to dismal 
reflections. 

There is no doubt about it: the United 
Nations is today a feeble instrument and 
we all know why. Mr. Hoover’s proposal 
fits the mood of the day. 

But anyone who actually read the text 
of Mr. Hoover’s remarks must be aware 
that his proposal was 
not argued in any 
detail. It would be 
wrong to suppose that 
Mr. Hoover was mak- 
ing anything like a 
specific suggestion, 
or even that he had 
thought through all 
of its implications. 

The first thing to 
note is that Mr. 
Hoover's suggestion 
simply wipes away 
the underlying idea 
of the United Na- 
tions— which is to 
bring together all the 
nations of the world, whether they are 
like-minded or not, and to provide a 
medium by which they can iron out their 
differences peacefully, if they will. 

Mr. Hoover would have, instead, an or- 
ganization of like-minded nations. It 
would not be a United Nations at all, but 
an exclusive alliance of nations. It would 
formalize the present division of the world 
and rigidify it. 

It would make more difficult than ever 
the task which must be the primary 
task of every -peace-loving nation. That

is to eliminate ultimately this ominous di- 
vision and find ways by which nations 
which are not like-minded can live to- 
gether without spending their ,substance 
building atomic bombs and armies to 
throw at each other. 


The second point to consider is that the 
drawing together of like-minded nations 
which Mr. Hoover proposes to formalize 
on a world-wide scale is in fact taking 
place already. The Marshall plan has con- 
tributed to this by causing the nations of 
Western Europe to begin to look upon 
themselves as one political and geographic 
unit rather than a group of separate and 
smaller units. 

The organization of the Americas is 
something of a similar nature. The At- 
lantic pact has brought into being a new 
concept, that of the Atlantic community. 
In the Far East, though nothing has yet 
jelled, there are indications of a drawing 
together of the peoples who oppose Com- 
munist aggression. 

Yet all this is happening within the 
framework of the United Nations. The 
United Nations in no way prevents devel- 
opments of this kind. Indeed, it allows for 
them explicitly. The United Nations is not 
a serious obstacle in the waging of the cold 
war. The cold war frustrates the efforts 
of the United Nations in a hundred ways. 
but the converse is not true: the United 
Nations is not a handicap to us in waging 
of the cold war. 

Let us concede all the complaints that 
have been made of the feebleness and, in- 
deed, the futility of the United Nations in 
many of its functions. The fact remains 
that, though it has disappointed the over- 
sanguine, it is doing much undramatic but 
useful work. It does still provide a meet- 
ing place, of a kind, between East and 
West. And the machinery for genuine 
collaboration remains intact, for use when 
present frenzies are finally abated.

The “gradual approach” to non- 
segregation that you advocate was inaugu- 
rated by me with reference to parks and 
playgrounds as soon as I could get around 
to it. 

After an effort covering some 17 years 
to make certain white groups in Washing- 
ton (including the estimable ladies of the 
D.A.R.) recognize the rights of fellow citi- 
zens, it would seem to me that enough has 
been done by way of “gradual approach.” 

Now the Federal Government should 
refuse further to temporize, as did Mr. 
Chapman's immediate predecessor, with 
the y policy of segregated use of facil- 
ities t and maintained at public ex- 
pense to which Negroes contribute at least 
their equitable share.

‘ihe island referred to in the title is 
little Gay’s Island, situated at the mouth 
of the St. George River, a stone's throw 
from the coast of Maine. When Miss Ogil- 
vie and her friends Dorothy and Guy Simp- 
son found they couldn't buy land on the 
magnificent island of Criehaven which they 
loved, they bought Gay's Island instead. 
Their Criehaven friends told them they 
would regret their purchase and at first, 
Gay's Island seemed a sad compromise. 
Their house was dirty and rubbish-filled 
and their grounds littered with rusty tin 
cans. When the tide went out, they were 
surrounded by dank-smelling mud flats. 
But their biggest worry was whether they 
could be happy on this little island after 

their many years on 
Criehaven. 

They soon discov- 
ered that Gay’s Is- 
land had a charm of 
its own. Bounded by 
the river, the land, 
the ocean and the 
other islands’ that 
reached like stepping 
stones into the At- 
lantic, they found 
beauty that had nev- 

. er existed for them 
before. 

This book is the 

Elisabeth Ogilvie story of their five 

years on Gay's Is- 
land. It tells of their difficulties with the 
erratic tides (they had to row to the main- 
land to make a phone call), the work re- 
quired to restore their house and grounds, 
and their adventures with animals, both 
wild and domestic. But more important 
than their own activities, was the island it- 
self. As they slowly discovered all its 
treasures, their lives became enriched and 
happier. They found mysterious coves 
which they could explore for hours; they 
found that the trip to the mainland in a 
high wind was exciting and dangerous; 
they found berries sweeter than any they 
had ever tasted; and they saw wild ani- 
mals and birds which had never come to 
Criehaven. One of their biggest thrills 
was to walk over their 33 acres and realize 
that this enchanting island belonged to 
them. 

Rich in humor and beauty, “My World Is 
an Island” is the story of a way of life 
simple and satisfying. The book’s only 
fault is occasional over-emotionalism.

Carlyle’s Mind and Body 
MR CARLYLE, MY PATIENT, by Jemes L. Mellidey. 

(Grune & Stratton, $3.50.) 

This psychosomatic biography of English 
essayist and historian Thomas Carlyle 
(1795-1881) is defined by its author as “a 
sort of report on his stomach and psyche 
and mind and that sort of thing.” Using 
Carlyle’s letters, essays, histories, and the 
unclassifiable “Sartor Resartus” as if they 
were clinical reports, Halliday attempts to 
analyze the great Victorian hypochondriac. 
If the author honestly believes his meth- 
ods to be sound one can conclude only 
that he is marvelously innocent of the 
scholarly and scientific requirements for 
the evaluation of materials and that he has 
a truly extraordinary ignorance of liter- 
ature as an art. To what lengths the 

can be carried is illustrated in 
the following example. For several days 
while he was writing “Sartor Resartus.” 
Cariyle had a sore throat. In explanation 
of this Halliday writes: 

“The mystic interiorization of the Father 
described in the Fire Baptism may also 
represent a union with the father by eat- 
ing him in the sense of swallowing those 
choleric fiery parts of him which have so 
long stuck in Carlyle’s throat.”

Tells Lions Club U.S. Must’ 
‘Spread the Message 
of Democracy.’ 


America must “spread the mes- 
sage of democracy around the 
world, to meet and defeat the 
challenge of Communism,” Chan- 
cellor Arthur H. Compton of 
Washington University told a 
luncheon meeting of the Down- 
town Lions Club yesterday at Ho- 
tel Statler. 

Dr. Compton declared that ‘our 


as strong as the Russian faith in 


Communism.” “We know we can 
meet the military dangers posed 
by Russia,” he said; “but we can- 
not fight the attractive boast of 
the U.S.S.R. with guns and hydro- 
gen bombs.” 


Communist claims are drawing 
more and more partisans from 
among the peoples of the world, 
he continued. “We must show 
‘the other nations a vision that is 
more self-confident and _  infec- 
tious,” he said. 

Declaring that “the idea that 
_ people are of the most importance 
is the basis of democracy,” Dr. 
Compton urged that this country 
let it be known “we are con- 
cerned not only with our own 
lives and fortunes, but those of 
the rest of mankind as well.” 

In this way alone, he asserted, 
will America draw the trust and 
the spiritual following of the ma- 
jority of peoples. 

Recounting conversations he 
had with Prime Minister Nehru 
of India on a recent trip to that 
country, Dr. Compton said: “Mr. 
Nehru and I agreed that the dem- 
ocratic idea was a universal one 
that appealed to all men, although 
it might be propounded from dif- 
ferent angles.”

Baseball Background. 
LOUISVILLE, May 4. 
ARD boiled Derby fans will 
H i watching the better 
+t Saturday afternoon. 
Most of the necks will be cran- 
ing to see what Your Host is 
doing. How Oil Capitol, Hill 
Prince, Middleground and 
Trumpet King are faring. But 
there will be sentimental fol- 
lowers of the turf, too, as the 
three-year-olds make the run 
for the blanket of roses, and 
their eyes will be on a lesser 
horse. 

Hallieboy is the name. Hal- 
lieboy, a chestnut colt, Johnny- 
come-lately among the 1950 
Derby horses, a sort of story- 
book horse. 

Most people in the horse busi- 
ness believe that Joe Engel, one 
of the great showmen of base- 
ball, still has a piece of Hallie- 
boy. The chestnut colt was 
born at a farm owned by Joe 
Engel, just outside Chattanoo- 
ga, Tenn. Joe is president of 
the Chattanooga baseball club. 
owner of a radio station, and 
one of the most colorful men 
the business of baseball has 
known. He was the Branch 
Rickey, the Larry MacPhail of 
the minor leagues. Naturally, 
being in baseball, he couldn't be 
the documented owner of a 
race horse. 5 

Anyhow, Joe owned the chest- 
nut colt’s mother, a chestnut 
mare named Montmary. Joe's 
wife, as interested in the farm 
and the horses as Joe, took a 
special shine to the chestnut 
colt, son of Montmary, and be- 
fZause Mrs. Engel liked the colt 
so much, everybody considered 
it her horse. Her name is Hal- 
lie, so the colt was Hallie’s 
boy. Joe finally officially 
named it Hallieboy. 

When Hallieboy was a two- 
year-old, Engel realized that he 
couldn't go on with race horses 
and so he sold the colt to a 
friend, a Walter T. Fugate, who 
had taken a fancy to the chest- 
nut colt. 

Fugate always had been in- 
terested in horses and racing 
and out of his investment of 
$15,000 in Hallieboy and several 
— mares, he considered Hal- 
ieboy the best buy. The colt 
showed racing qualities and so 
Fugate modestly raced the ani- 
mal at some of the lesser 
tracks. He was encouraged 
when -Hallieboy won two or 
three races at Sunshine Park, 
a little track among the pine 
trees near Tampa. Then he 
vanned Halliedboy East and the 
horse won a couple times at 
Lincoln Downs. 

You know the rest of the 
story. The other evening: the 
officials at Churchill Downs 
thought they were being kidded 
when they got a phone call 
from Lincoln Downs, inquiring 
if there were a couple of stalls 
available. But when they 
learned that Fugate was serious, 
they told him certainly, bring 
him along. Hallieboy and a 
stable companion, just a horse 
that kept Hallieboy from being 
lonesome on the long van ride 
down here. are in those stalls 
at Churchill Downs.

“Then I 
took the gun away from him and 
held it at arm’s length out the 
window so he couldn't get it.” 

Former Patrolman William Nig- 
geman testified he talked with 
Hadley at the home and later at 
a police station, and the de- 
fendant told him he had shot his 
wife. beeause she refused to live 
with him, 

Niggeman said Hadley told 
him and other policemen that he 
had bought the revolver in Mem- 
phis,/ Tenn. When an officer re- 
marked that Hadley had done “a 
very serious ‘thing,” Hadley 


agreed and remarked, “T’ll have 


to take the consequences,” Nig- 
geman told the jury. 

Hadley shot and killed his wife 
Feb. 26, 1930. He was sentenced 
to life imprisonment _ shortly 
thereafter. The State Supreme 
Court ordered a new trial because 
Hadley was not represented by 
counsel when he entered a plea 
of guilty at his first trial.

Panel Discussion. 


Tucker was a member of a 
panel which discussed local and 
national aspects of air pollution 
legislation. Means taken to fight 
smoke in St. Louis, Pittsburgh, 
'Los Angeles and New York state 
were described. Panel chairman 
was John L. Hofflund, chief coun- 
sel for the Bureau of Mines. 
| Tucker told the panel members 
that for enforcement purposes an 
anti-smoke ordinance should de- 
fine dense smoke and should con- 
tain specifications governing the 
emission of fly ash. 


“These provisions are essential 
but do not lead to the elimination | 
of the source of the smoke evil,” 
Tucker went on. “Provisions re- | 
quiring the preparation of all | 
high-volatile fuel for use in me- 
chanical fuel-burning equipment 
and the requirement that all | 
hand-fired equipment shall use a | 
smokeless fuel strike at the heart | 
of the problem. These provisions 
enabled St. Louis to solve its 
smoke problems.” 


Traces Campaign Here. 


| Tracing the history of the | 
‘smoke elimination movement in 
St. Louis back to 1864, Tucker de- 
scribed the various impediments 
to effective control. He said that 
for many years the city believed 
air could be purified by legisla- 
tion alone and apparently did not 
realize the necessity of attacking 
oo problem at its source, until 
1934. 


In that year, he said, the city 
decided to attack the nuisance 
along the lines it had used in as- 
suring a pure water supply. Ordi- | 
nances were passed in 1937 and | 
1940. In the fall of 1939, Tucker | 
related, the city experienced the 
worst pall of record and newspa- 
pers demanded that the adminis- 
tration and the smoke commis- | 
sioner do something or quit.

Leaving school at 13 he became 
a machinist’s apprentice at $4 a 
week. He tried stone carving for 
a time but returned to the ma- 
chinist’s trade and soon became 
président of his local union and 
eventually president of the local 
AFL Trades and Labor Council. 
At one time he was an organizer 
for the union. 

In 1919 he went to work for 
Bonbright & Co., New York in- 
vestment bankers, at $100 a 
month.. He soon became widely 
known for reorganizing financial- 
ly distressed companies and de- 
cided to go into that work on his 
own. 

Seyberth’s foundry in Muske- 
gon employs 500 men. Seyberth 
also heads the Austin Trailer 
Equipment Co.. and the Austin 
Machinery Co. 

His hobby is a Michigan farm 
whose produce he gives away. 
Seyferth explains: “If I were to 
sell it I'd be making a business 
of farming.

OSCAR COOVER, SOCIALIST

NEW YORK, May 4 (AP)— 
Oscar Coover, 62 years old, of 
a leader in the 
Socialist Workers party, died yes- | 
terday after an illness of several | 
months. 

Coover, a native of St. Leuis, 
was one of 18 Socialist Workers 
party members convicted under 
the Smith act in i$41 on charges 
of advocating the overthrow of 
the government by ferce and 
| violence. They were arrested 
after a raid on party headquarters 
in Minneapolis and they were the 
first cases tried unde~ the Smith 
act, the same law under which 11 
Communist party leaders were 
convicted here last year. Coover 
served 16 months in prison. 

Coover, an electrician, was ex- 
pelled from th> Communist party 
in 1928 for defending the views 
of Leon Trotsky, and he became a 
founding member of the Ameri- 
can Trotskyist movement.

FTEN it seems to us, as we travel about

The plant scientists call this the “law 
of photoperiodism” and have made a consider- 
able study of it. Through the use of the spec- 
troscope and of plants which have been irradi- 
ated, they have collected much data on the 
reaction of plants to hours of daylight and 
darkness. From a practical standpoint the 
nurseryman uses this characteristic of plants 
in the greenhouse to hold some back from 
blooming, while forcing others to an earlier 
flowering. The scientists now believe that 
these light-sensitive plants contain a highly sen- 
sitive blue pigment, present in infinitesimal 
quantity, which sets in motion the still undis- 
covered substance that stimulates the plant into 
putting forth its blossoms. And now it is also 
believed that the same or a similar substance 
may be present in light-sensitive creatures such 
as certain butterflies and even in the eggs of 


some birds.

OW that strawberry short- 
cake time is here, I'd like to 
state my position on this noble 
dessert.

dessert what it is a sort of sponge 
cake which is prefabricated in 
the shape of a cup and which, 
when used in the dessert, soaks

Shortcake is just what the name 
implies. A cake that is short 
and not spongy. Sponge cake can 
no more be shortcake than ham- 
burger can be filet mignon and 
anyone who would make a straw- 
berry shortcake with sponge cake 
would make mint juleps in a 
bucket and put ketchup on porter- 
house steak. Furthermore, it’s 
un-American. 


There are, I am willing to con- 


cede, .variations of the shortcake 
as made with real shortcake, and 
if you use shortcake you can’t 
go far wrong. I like mine with 
a piece of the pastry in the bot- 
tom of the dish, some crushed 
and whole strawberries poured 
on that with plenty of juice, an- 
other piece of shortcake and more 
strawberries and finally plenty of 
whipped cream on top. That's 
living.

I DON’T WANT to leave the 
impression that a shortcake is 
the only proper setting for a 
strawberry. The excellent des- 
serts to be made with this fruit 
are many and varied. For in- 
stance, strawberries with heavy 
cream. Like this: 

Select jlarge, fully ripe straw- 
berries. Clean them if necessary, 
but don’t remove the stems. Put 
a generous serving of heavy 
whipped cream in the center of 
each dessert plate, and arrange 
the berries in a circle around it. 
Sprinkle the berries generously 
with powdered sugar. Dip the 
berries in the cream with your 
fingers, pop them in your mouth

WE NOW SWITCH from straw- 
berry desserts to peach desserts 
for the simple reason that a male 
reader complains that the Little 
Woman doesn’t seem to have the 
slightest conception of what a 
peach cobbler should be. He says 
if -we'll tell him how, he'll make 
them himself. That's usually the 
best solution to such a problem, 
and here’s how: 

Mix and sift a cup and a half 
of flour, three fourths of a tea- 
spoon of baking powder, a fourth 
teaspoon of salt and two tables- 
spoons of sugar. Cut in a fourth 
of a cup of butter, then stir in 
a beaten together egg yolk and 
half cup of milk. Roll this cough 
out to one-quarter inch thickness 
on a floured board. 

Now place four cups of sliced 
peaches in a buttered baking dish 
and sprinkle over it three-fourths 
of a cup of brown sugar. Season 
it with a teaspoon of cinnamon 
and the grated rind and juice of 
one lemon. Dot it with two ta- 
blespoons of butter and cover it 
with the dough. Cut a couple of 
gashes in the top, put it in a 400- 
degree oven and after 15 min- 
utes cut the heat down to 350 de- 
grees and let it bake 20 minutes 
longer. Serve it with cream or 
hard sauce and you'll think you're 
a boy again.

WHILE YOU’RE AT IT, you 
may as well learn to make fried 
pie, another splendid dessert 
which is sadly neglected in the 
home these dzys. 

Like this: 

Make short biscuit dough and 
roll it thin. Cut it in rounds the 
size of a large saucer. Pile some 
sweetened stewed peaches on one 
half of the circle. Do not use 
much juice, but season it with a 
dash of ginger. Fold the other 
half over and pinch the edges 
well together. Prick it with a 
fork and drop it in deep hot fat. 
When it’s brown on the bottom 
side, turn it over, and when it's 
done drain it on brown paper, 
sprinkle it with powdered sugar 
and it’s good eaten either hot or 
cold. Good? It’s wonderful. You 
can use the same recipe for ap- 
ples, apricots or any kind of fruit.

NEW YORK. 

NOTED a column in one of our 
| New York City evening papers 

the other day which said that 
the Leopold dispute in Belgium 
was making the whole western 
line of the Atlantic pact weak be- 
cause it threatened civil war in 
that country. 

Of course, it may well be that 
a religious difference of opinion 
underlies some of the Belgian’s 
difficulties because religion and 
government parties are more 
closely allied in some European 
countries than they are in the 
United States. But I do not 
think the action as to whether 
the King is actually restored or 
not is going to cause civil war in 
Belgium. Nor does it mean if 
there were a threat to any coun- 
try in Europe by the Eastern 
countries that we would find dis- 
unity in their opposition to the 
interference. 

* - * 

I WISH WE COULD think a 
litttle more about measures that 
we might take ‘hese days to pro- 
mote and deveiop allegiance to 
the democratic countries and 
show our real desire to be of help 
where help is needed .in ma- 
terial ways. 

I think it is very little under- 
stood throughout this nation that 
the Point IV program is not 
merely a charitable program. It 
is true that to make it effective 
we must study the parts of the 
world where help is needed and 
decide on the kind of help that 
is needed. Simultaneously, how- 
ever, we must know, in order to 
give efficient help, the ways in 
which this help can at the same 
time meet the needs in the United 
States, because it is the promo- 
tion of world trade that is basic 
to the progress of the Point IV 
program. 

We will furnish to the nations 
that need it our skill and “know- 
how” — trained people to help 
them improve their agriculture, 
improve their industry, improve 


| their trade—but this must be 
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done in relation to the needs of 
other parts of the world and 
always with an eye to make it 
possible for us not only to import 
but to export. 

* * * 

WE MUST NEVER forget that 
we cannot preserve our standard 
of living and full employment 
unless we export and keep our 
production at a very high figure. 
It is quite evident ‘hat our 
statesmen have not realized the 
importance to us of this Point IV 
program. If this were so, the 
Senate would have whole-hearted- 
ly supported the President's fig- 
ure of $45,000,000 and the House 
would never have decreased the 
amount to $25,000,000, There 
would have been no question of 
any compromise on the lower 
figure. Nor would we even be 
whispering that this program 
might come to an end in five 
vears. It is a long-range program 
which must continue if it is 
gcing to be beneficial to us.

MUCH OF THE WORK will! be 
done through the United Nations 
and it will be of value to the 
United States. If anything, we 
should increase rather than de- 
crease the amount of money put 
into helping these countries get 
back on their feet. At the same 
time we should, through our pub- 
lic relations, make people under- 
stand that this is the genuine 
kind of good will and co-operation 
that creates a two-way street and 
is of value all around. The Voice 
of America, if it is given more 
support, should stress what we 
do and the spirit of helpfulness 
in which we do it.

HAVE been married six years and have four children. My 
| husband has recently started drinking and is almost never 
home in the evening these days until the children are 
asleep, though his working day is over at 4 p.m. He blows in 
: =: about midnight, wakes the 
S children and gets me out 
of bed, demanding a meal. 
I am so afraid he will kill 
the baby. It is only 8 
months old, and he throws 
it around, tosses it up in 
the air and I just know 
some day he will drop it. 
He never pays our bills 
and last week the phone 
= was disconnected. Our old- 
——— est child had to leave pa- 
rochial school because he 
didn’t pay the tuition. We are facing eviction for non-payment 
of rent. Yet he always has enough to fill up on liquor and to 
entertain friends whom he brings home Sundays without even 
giving me notice. He sends his mother $30 out of each month’s 
pay. His salary is $250 and with that in addition to taxes, etc., 
which are taken out, we barely have enough to get by, with all 
that drinking. My parents have tried to help but he won't 
take any help from them. If I try to leave the house for an 
errand or a little change, it isn’t safe to leave the youngsters 
with him. He simply pays them no heed. Last week when I 
went to the store for just a few minutes and left them in his 
eharge the three-year-old ran out into the street and was nearly 
run over, the two-year-old fell down the steps and cut his head 
open. All because 1 went to the store. I am trying so hard to 
keep a decent home together for my children and to raise 
them right, but I am getting no co-operation. What shall I do?

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Your husband certainly sounds anything but the respon- 
sible head of a family. Instead you must feel you have a fifth 
child on your hands to |’ * out for and manage. I am afraid 
I can't see that you are , «ting anything out of this marriage 
but hard work and worry: Perhaps if you would sit down and 
figure out expenses, get your husband to go over them with 
you and make out a budget, give you sufficient each pay- 
day to manage on, things would begin to straighten out. Per- 
haps cutting corners here and there, even to cutting his 
mother’s allowance a little would enable you to stretch that 
salary quite a bit. Then, too, when you have the money budg- 
eted all your husband will have to drink up will be his own 
aillowance which will be necessarily small. If after portioning 
his wages in this manner you still can’t make it stretch suffi- 
ciently, if you will go to one of the social agencies such as the 
Family and Children’s Services, 4643 Lindell boulevard, you 
will be given expert help in working this matter out. In addi- 
tion, your husband must gain some stability, realize he is the 
head of the family, that the children are his responsibility as 
well as yours, that he owes them fatherly care and companion- 
ship and the benefit of a good example. Not to pay bills, to 
divert the money to other uses is not only irresponsible but 
just plain dishonest. Point out these things to him and see if 
you can’t enlist his co-operation in making your home a happy 
place instead of the present insecure, unhappy one.

Riding to Fame on ‘Third Man Theme’ 


Anton Karas, Who Played His Zither for Supper and Tips in Vienna, Cashing In on U.S. Tour 


, By Peter Wyden 


OR 27 years Anton Karas 
F played the zither for his sup- 

per and tips in the gardens 
and catering rooms of Viennese 
wine growers. Today he strums 
the same zither in smoky cocktail 
lounges, making more than $1000 
a week and giving a whole nation 
a musical hotfoot. 

He is the man who wrote the 
“Third Man me.” If you 
haven't heard that haunting mel- 
ody, you will. Every juke box 
and disc jockey is stocking up 
on it. It’s No. 2 on the Hit Pa- 
rade. The British bought 500,- 
000 records of it within a month 
after release and Princess Mar- 
garet Rose asked Karas for five 
encores at a command perform- 
ance for the royal family. 

The modern minstrel behind 
this ruckus is no Frank Sinatra. 
He measures four feet ten, 
weighs 95 pounds and doesn't 
speak a word of English except 
pleasantries like “please” and 
“thank you.” His taste in ties 
inclines toward ultra-conserva- 
tive stripes and his fans tend to 
be middle-aged. They don’t 
swoon. They gasp. They don’t 
gasp any louder in St. Louis than 
they do in Vienna. They just 
pay more for the privilege. 

These are a few points picked 
up in an all-German talkfest with 
Karas at the Sheraton Hotel, 
where he is keeping the custom- 
ers in gasps until Saturday. There- 
after he will be off on the rest 
of a 10-week tour which has al- 
ready taken him to such un-Con- 
tinental places as Buffalo and 
Oklahoma City. Wherever he 
goes he zithers through his med- 
ley of lilting Viennese music and 
works up to the “Third Man 
Theme.” There are occasional 
variations, of course. In Dallas 
he played “Deep in the Heart of 
Texas.” |The Texans cheered like 
crazy, gave him a 10-gallon hat 
which fits him perfectly and a 
certificate making him an hon- 
orary citizen of Dallas. 

Afier admiring his certificate 
we asked him whether he thought 
Americans were silly to take one 
simple song so hard. “Heavens, 
no!” he said, his normally quiz- 
zical face contorted in genuine 
shock. “I know what it does to 
ME.” At the mere hint that he 
might play his masterpiece, he 
leaped to his feet, scurried into 
the dining alcove of his spacious 
suite and bent over his zither. 
Every finger went to work and he 
played, the eyes never leaving the 
strings, the lef feot tapping ever 
so lightly now and then, a study 
in rapture and absorption. His 
body trembled with the effort and 
later, playing in the lounge, drops 
of perspiration cascaded down his 
nose,

at 44. He started playing the zith- 
er at 12 because he liked the in- 
strument and in those days every 
self-respecting Viennese family 
had one. Anton had a musical ear, 
studied briefly at the conserva- 
tory and, at 17, went into the 
“Heurigen” business at which his 
instructor had prospered for 30 
years. 

The matter of the “Heurigen” 
gave rise to a rumor that Karas 
serenaded heavyhanded customers 
in beer gardens. This is untrue 
and it pains him, so the institu- 
tion deserves to be explained. 

The term “Heurige” derives 
very indirectly from the German 
“heute,” meaning today. It re- 
fers to the current year’s wine 
crop. On the wine farms dotting 
suburban Vienna growers adver- 
tise completion of the harvest by 
setting a flagstaff over their 
doors. Twigs of the vines whence 
the particular wine flowed are 
suspended from the flagstaff. This 
is a signal for one and all to 
gather for extensive tasting of 
the latest vintage, and it was at 
such gatherings that Karas played 
the zither. 

If the wine crop was good, his 
business boomed. When it was 
bad, like in 1937, he had to beat 
the bushes for a “Heurige.” How- 
ever, except for the war years, he 
played at them the year around, 
seven days a week, with never a 
holiday between 1921 and 1948 
except Christmas eve and Good 
Friday. Roving merchants would 
peddle bread, cheese and sausage 
to the crowds, and Anton supplied 
the atmosphere playing “re- 
quests” until the last drinker 
would leave or snooze peacefully 
under the table. 

Any number of zither artists 
make their living like that, but 
none gets paid by the grower. 
Many -pass among the flushed 
celebrants with collection plates. 
Karas is proud that he never had

to stoop to that. “With me,” he 
says, “they come up, shake my 
hand and when the hand is gone 
there’d be a few shillings.” 
Adolf Hitler, an old Vienna boy 
himself, took a tolerant view of 
“Hevrigen,” but in 1940 they 
were closed down. Too many hot- 
headed armchair strategists were 
getting into each other's hair and 
the wine was rationed. Karas Says 
it was to go to the soldiers, but 
as suc: he never got any. From 
1939 to 1945 he served in an Aus- 
trian construction battalion, and 
one gathers from the painful fa- 
cial expression evoked by recollec- 
tion of this experience that he may 
well have been the Viennese 
equivalent of the Sad Sack. 


IN THE UNITED 


Postwar Vienna found the wine 
district of Sievering in the 
American sector (“Gott sei Dank,” 
says Anton) and he was back in 
the groove in September 1948 
when a group which included the 
British ‘movie director Carol Reed 
dropped in at one of his parties. 
Reed's wife asked him then and 
there whether Karas would like 
to play background music in one 
of her husband’s films. The zither 
man agreed, but dismissed it as 
a meaningless gesture until Reed 
summoned him to his hotel three 
months later for a four-hour au- 
dition. 

It was at this meeting in Vien- 
na’s Hotel Astoria that Karas 
first played the “Third Man

HERE is at least one conven- 
tional defensive signal that is 
unknown to most players. This 
is the trump echo, which has a 
specific and very vital function. 
Observe how necessary it is in 
such a case as the following: 
South, dealer. 
North-South vulnerable.

West, whose hand was pretty 
discouraging, correctly opened 
his singleton diamond—despera- 
tion tactics were clearly indi- 
cated! (This lead should have 
had highly favorable repercus- 
sions, but something went 
wrong!) East captured the dia- 
mond jack with the ace and re- 
turned a diamond. West ruffed 
with the spade three and shifted 
to the three of clubs. 


Declarer captured East's club 
king with the ace, and led a low 
spade to the nine, West of course 
playing the five-spot. East won 
the trick—but he was now in 
quite a dilemma! Should he re- 
turn another diamond in hope 
that his partner had a third 
trump with which to ruff; or 
should East return a club, in 
hope that West had the queen? 
The bidding gave East little com- 
fort in deciding this issue: South 
might well have had a six-card 
trump suit, and West might well 
have had the club queen. East 
could not even count the club 
suit with assurance, since West's 
lead of the club three put in 
doubt the location of the club 
deuce. 

After fruitless cogitation, East 
went wrong—he returned a club, 
and that was the end of the 
hand. 

West could have clarified the 
defense perfectly by ruffing the 
first diamond return with the 
five of trumps, and then play- 
ing the trump three on declarer’s 
first lead of the suit. This high- 
low or “echo” in trumps signi- 
fies the possession of three 
trumps—and so East would have 
known exactly how to proceed!

Instead, there was something 
else—the voices of the trapped 
men and women within, calling 
on God for help. One man 
seemed to be leading the pray- 
ing and the rescue workers 
were impressed by his calm ex- 
ample. 

Finally, after five agonizing 
hours, they managed to reach 
that man. Trapped in an upper 
berth and half-suspended in 
midair, he was. seriously in- 
jured, In the lower berth be- 
low him was his wife. also in- 
jured, although far less pain- 
fully.

THAT TRAIN ACCIDENT 
took place in February of 1947. 
In January of this year, three 
years later, that man, Rabbi 
George B. Lieberman of the 
McKinley Avenue Temple in 
Canton, O., resumed his place 
in the pulpit for the first time 
since his accident. His legs were 
encased in steel braces. his 
back was supported by a steel 
framework and, built into the 
floor under him, was a device 
which gave him the appearance 
of standing, although he was 
actually sitting on it. 

His moment of reappearance 
in the pulpit was a triumph of 
which Rabbi Lieberman has 
reason to be proud. Although 
both his legs were paralyzed as 
a result of his accident and doc- 
tors had told him that it would 


be impossible for him to re- 
sume his duties as spiritual 
leader of his congregation. he 
had resolved to become useful 
again. “Survival,” he said. “de- 
pends on not giving up by giv- 
ing in. It’s much easier to give 
up than °o push on in tne face 
of despair, failure and helpleés- 
ness. 
* * * 

IT WAS NOT EASY for him. 
But. when he became discour- 
aged, he would turn to the 
118th Psalm and read the sev- 
enteenth and eighteenth vers- 
es: “I shall not die. but live, 
and declare the works of the 
Lord. The Lord hath chas- 
tened me sore: but He hath not 
siven me over unto death.” 
When in pain, he would try to 
become absorbed in planning 
for the future. Looking ahead 
and forgetting what is behind 
is the key to the conquest of 
pain. 

The secret this one man used 
Is available to anyone. This 
is the way he puts it: “T pray 
for things that are possible. 
And with faith in God and will 
power, everything is possible. 

His courageous example 
Should serve as a model to all 
who have the same hard path 
to travel, to the paraplegic, to 
the crippled, to the maimed. to 
the blind.
